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EDITORIAL 

Having recently retumed from Britain, Brasil and Israel, my main 
impression was Ihat UFOs are being treated with much more respect than 
previously and that many more people are interested in this subjecL This 
does not mean to say tíiQf are believ ers, nor that they are total sceptics, but 
it does mcan they are opening their minds to the idea that m^'be - just 
maybe - there are other forms of life in our Universe! 

I found the general level of conversation far more intellectual than in 
previous years. Thcre wcre less of the 'we believe everything* and the 
entirely gulhble brigade and lofxc of the thinking and debatiag people. 
Which can only bode well fcMr the future of ufology, if indeed future there 
be! 

Thc BUFORA Conference held at Hallam University in SheflMd. Yorks 
in England, was extremdy well att^ed (ova 750 pecfile in the main hall) 
with an ovcrflow into an adjoining haU where the speakers were viewed on 
a video scrccn. 

The main cxcitement was of course, thc Santilli film of thc ’alicn bodv' 
(rcported flilly iator in this edition.) Santilli insisted that we should all 
lcave thc hall and deposit bags, carriers, etc. outside to prcvcnt the 
possibility of cameras and camcorders being brought back in. There wcre 
numcrous mutters and grumbles about this but every one dutifiUly did as 
thcy werc told (despite the resulting chaos) and with about 10-15 security 
guards around the place, it all made for extra mystery and tension. 

I met Jcnny Randles thcre, unfortunately rather briefly as she was due to 
do an intcrview with thc BBC, but shc did sign her new book, STAR 
CHILDREN, for me. Jenny is a prolific and honest UFO writcr and I 
always enjoy her work. She is also, at prcsenL woridng with London 
Week-cnd Tclevision on the STRANGE BUT TRUE series, in which I was 
also involved whcn they rccently produced a segment on 'ghost hitch- 
hikers' in which tíie infamous South Afìican girl on the Barandas tum-ofr 
on the old Uniondale-Oudtshoom road, featured prominently.

Therc «-erc many TV crcws al ShcfTicId and I was able to do an interview 
wiih .Mclissa Pcllicr of Paramount Studios in HolKwood for thcir series 
SlGHTrNGS. I don't think this has rcochcd South Africa yet, and I know 
Zú’.ibabwc docs not havc it schedulcd. but IVe heard it is accurateand wcll 
simiilntcd and worth ^icwing. Wc did a scgmcnt on UFOS IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA and m\ particular conthbution was about thc Aricl 
School children (see UFO AFRÍNEWS N® 11 and N® 12). I was surprised 
at Lhc tremendous interest in UFOs and therc werc TV crews thcre from as 
far afreld as Russia, thc Scandina\ ian countries, Chile, Israel, Japan and so 
on. 

Thc drama at Shcfneld over the 'alien body' was repeated later in Curitiba, 
Brasil, at their Third Intemational UFO Conference, run by the Curi 
brothcrs, Rafacl and Romio. The\ are delightfiil people. I was also with 
Ircnc Granchi, President of CISNE, Ihe top UFO investigatory group in 
Brasil. There vvas great expectancy and tension vvhen the 'alien bocfy' film 
was shovvn and we had a 50-50 result in tlie voting on whether thc filín was 
a hoax or not. 

Unrortunately, most of the speeches were in Portuguese and I am only 
sony that Maria Sullivan, the Assistant Editor, who is fluent in this 
lr.nsuage, could not have come along. Still. I did have an interpretcr and 
although I could not pick up everything, suífice to know that UFO events 
are happening thcre as much as anywhere else in the world, with almost 
identical reports in abduction cases. 

Afíer Brasil, I made my wa\’ to the Middle East where I went to Israel and 
thcn hoped to go to Amman in Jordan, to see thc Pink City of Petra. 
Unfortunatcly, I had hurt my foot and, as much walking was involved, I 
liad to postpone the Jordanian trip. But it will be a future date for me and 
tlie opporiunity then to spread the word about what is happcning with 
UFOs in Afiica.

In Israel, I spoke to a group of about 150 UFO enthusiasts at the Ramat 
Gan Museum in Tel A\iv. Surprisingly, I had discovered an active UFO 
group there, althou^ they had not yet gone intemational, but bopefìiUy 
this will soon be rectified. They had some interesting cases, one in 
Kadema which im’olved shards of silicon and some powder being left at 
the landing sHe. 

In fact, there wae sevcral swirls of grass (not unlike die aop circles in the 
UK but on a much smaller scale) where the object had hovered. 


Some excellent videos have recently been released and if all the TV series 
can remain truthfiil, factual and eliminate most of the soisationalism, we 
might have a new estabiished science m Ufoiogy. Let's hope so!

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IME ’ALIEN BODY’ HLM Report by Cynthia Hind 

I um surc ihat cvcn’ UFO Joumal or magazine \vill be maldng some 
commctilnn on ihis film. But bcfore you authoritativeh- shout 'hoai,’ etc., 
somc fiicls cnmc to light at thc recent BUFORA Conferencc in Sheíìleld, 

'iorks (19-08-95) of which pcoplc should be aware. I must admit, on first 
\ icwing nnd wilhout nnv’ prior discussion, I thought the film might veiy 
wcll bc gcnuinc. For thosc who havc not seen it, and cven fw those who 
h3\ c, tliis w as bascd on sc\ cral obscn ations: 

a) Thc title *The Roswell Incident’ is a misnomcr. Ray Santilli told the 
audicnce al ShcfTicId that thc body was only 2-3 hours old; that it was 
fiimcd on June 1,1947. tThis could not possibly be from the Rosw'ell 
crash of carly July 1947). 

b) The film was poorly produced. There were se\ eral momcnts lost whilc 
it sw'ivclled up and down; wherc one could not see an\thing. Then, 
when it vvas fmally focused, the body of the surgeon often obscured a 
better view, with the photographer obviously doing his best to obtain 
a good picture. 

If the film was hoaxed, certainly some of thcse shenanigans would be 
used, but not to the extent they were (if I have the time, I will check 
how many scconds were lost - certainly more than was nceded to 
convincc an audience that thc film was authentic). 

c) Santilli also said that there were no pathologists listed in the Army Air 
Force of 1947, so that the autopsy was performed by two military \ 
surgeons. Where pathologists have criticised the method of the 
autopsy, surely their cxpertise is 'special’ and surgeons might act 
slightly at variance with normal practìce. 1 observed in the film that 
one of the surgeons consulted with his collcague before making the 
body cuts, obviously wanting to verify that they agreed on how it 
should be done. 


d) I cannot understand wlty the two surgeons, the nurse taking the notes, 
and the photographer, should all ha\ e to be covered up like astronauts 
ascending into the unknown. The man at the window (seen briefly) 
observ'ing from outsìde the autopsy room, wore only a cap and a 
partial face mask. 

The photographer confirmed that he too had to wear the total cover-up, 
hence the diflìculty in filming. Later, he decided, without pennission, 
to discard the head covering and filmed Bodies 1 and 3 without the 
total cover-up and these were the fílms taken away by the Army-Air 
Force. He was left with the remaining 14 x 3-minute reels of 'poor' 
fílm which he wanted to try and enhance and which the militaiy never 
coUected despite several reminders from him. 

e) The cord on the telephone, which was claimed as an anachronism (not 
avaOable in 1947), was actually first produced in 1937! 

f) I watched the autopsy film with my brother-in-law who is a surgeon 
of repute. There was nothing he could fault in the dissection. The thin 
line of blood which appeaied afìer the body cuttìng was comensurate 
with his experience. He was a bit dubious about the 'material' removed 
as 'part of the brain', but found it difltcult to examine this properly in 
the veiy brief viewing. However, hc did not think it was human. 

The procedurc of thc autopsy was verified as corrcct in Brasil' by a 
surgeon and a pathologist. 

g) The Photograpber;^ Santilli admitted that 'Jack Bamett' was not the 
real name of the photographer. Hc had promised not to reveal this. I 
think that SantiUi is quite sincere in his belief that he obtamed a 
genuine fílm fìom a genuine person. Santilli made a cash deal with 
the photographer who admittod that he had nev er made a grcat deal of 
money in his life and wantcd to p^ for his grand-daughter's wedding 
as a special gift to her. Dealing in cash meant that it would not figure 
in his Income Tax and hc would therefOTe have more money to pliy 
with. 
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Frankly, I nCTcr hcord Santilli mcnlion ihat he paid USSIOO 000 for 
thcfilnì and I find it difficult to credit. 

If Ihis /.f a hoax, it is cenainly a brílliant cxie and would have cost 
niillions to crcate. Thc Shcffield showing was for free, and thc sale of 
thc \'idco at £33 would nol produce \'ast sums. In any case the ^idco 
is now thc pfx)pcny of Sontilli who, I'm certain. did not oríginate the 
hoax, if hoa.\ it bc! 

h) Onc other altemati\ e was that ihe body might bc an example of 
Turners Syndrome’. Tumer, ho\\'c\'er, established hxs thesis on thcse 
anomalies in 1938, so why should an autqjsj' in 1947 (the cstablished 
aaie ol ihe film) be treated with such caution that the surgcons had to 
wear complete co\ cralls? In facl, the íìrst recorded sjmptoms of 
Turncrs Svndrome wcre medically noted at thc tum of the century and 
wTÌtten up by Turaer in 1938. 

My personal fecling is that ufologists today arc so afraid of being rídiculed, 
scicntifically abused, or laughcd at, tliat their immediate reaction to 
anuhing unusual or bizarre is to yell ’Hoax' and very loudly too! But 
ho\ve\'er easily this solulion is arrived at. surely one needs to examine the 
e\ idence ìn depth before one rcachcs a decision. To my mind, thcre are 
mam factors here which need to be studied. I am, togéther with others, 
working on one impcrtant aspect of thc whole affair. 1 cannot gi\ e \ou 
an\ definitive infoimaiion at this stage, but at least I'm making an cíTort to 
tr\ and fínd out thc truth. 

Vihat are yo« doingabout it? 


1 Third Intemational UFO Conference held in Curit'ba, Brasil, 
September 1995. 
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2.I have established from a very reliable source, that there were 
only six surgeons attached to the Army-Air Force in 1947. 

In 1995, it is almost superfluous to say that at least half 
of these are no longer alive, leaving three who couíd 
have made the film. 

We know that the photographer came from a movie- 
involved family and that he had suffered from polio as a 
chiid, so was most likely to have so/ne fbrm of disability 
(a limp or similar). It canl be all that difficult to trace him 
and this is what my source is trying to do. Once we have 
the photographer, surely proof will be much more easily 
comeby. 


S.Tumeris Syndrome; 

a) Occurs only in giris, probably one in every 2 500 
female births. 

b) Is caused by a structurally abnormal X 
chromosonìe, It is commonly iethal for the 
embryo. 

c) Qris with frie Syndrome are short in stature, with 
a broad chest and widely-spaced nipples. The 
neck is webbed, the ears prominent (protruding) 
and there are hand and nail abnormalities. 

d) There is an absence of ova and follicles.

In UFO AFRINEWS No 12 (July 1995) Marie van Staden, now our 
invcstigator in Bethulie in South Afirica, sent us scveral reports which she 
had collected over thc years. Wc had not investigated them personally so 
suggestcd several follow-up questions which Marie could put to the 
vvitnesscs. Herc are some furtter comments fipom her on thc lines of our 
questioning; 

CaseN* 106: 

(Davc H. of Johaimesburg, South Afiica). 

This case of seeing 'a tiny, man-Iike creature sitting on the ledge of his 
balcony' with a saucer-Iike vehicle above it, has now been placed as being 
in 1973, near Christmas time. It could have been late November or carly 
Deccmber. This is one of those cascs w'hich one feels, needs regrcssive 
hvpnosisl 

Case N* 103: 

Marie was able to obtain thc original cutting on this case, wiiich displayed 
a date of 27th April, 1983, not 1981 as stated in the original report. fhis 
ìs not the actual date of thc happening, mcrely the date the nevvspapcr 
VOLKSBLAD, repcMtcd it. Thc witnesses were apparently on their way 
betwecn Wepener and Bethulie (not Springfontein as oríginally stated) at 
05; 15 in thc carly mommg. They saw an object with three bright green 
lights and red stripes, which flashed at them. 

CasehTlOO: 

(Mr. Rossouw) 

Mr. Rossouw reports that his firiend was mistaken about the 'skin problem' 
hc developed afler his experiencc. Howevcr, he did suffer firom something 
like sun-bum but only slightly. 



On qucstioning ■what he fell could ha^ e been ihe causc of this, he said there 
Hiss no actual beam from thc craft. The sun-bum' might have been caused 
bv thc speed or vibralion from the craft, although being so > oung, hc did 
not undentand am of it 

The siight inark on the uitness's ann (whkh iie\'er bothered him) remained 
there for about a year. He carmot recall bcing taken to a doctor by his 
parents. Gro\%ing up on a remote farm, thc>' were far removed from ready 
access to medicaJ care and mostly used home rcmodies and ointments for 
minor cuts and bruises. 


A PECHHAR CLOUD-LIKE OBJECT CascN“ll4 

Imestigated by Maric van Staden 

I first saw a report in thc Afrikaans magazine "KEUR" of July 1995. Thc 
report was made by Braam M.( 11) wiio stated that on thc lOth April 1995, 
on his wa>' to school with his mother and two youngCT sisters, they saw a 
strange object on a side road. At first sight the> thought it was a cloud but 
it did not move. Then it mo\ ed North, although the wind blcw to the 
Wesi. Later it passed behind some clouds and did not reappear. 

Braara later heard that a UFO had been sighted in Johanncsburg. Braam's 
lamiK' livcs on the farm Doomplaats in the district of Menveville, in the 
Great Karroo. I spoke to his mothcr on the phonc and she said shc thinks 
about what thev' saw e\ ery da>, as shc caimot forget it. Shc told me the 
object was very low on the ground. 


1 Sun-bum in UFO witnesses: There have been several cases 
of sun-bum after contact with UFO's, certainly cases we know 
of. Unfortunately, none of the encyciopedias we have in our 
extensive library refers to this under a ‘sun-bum' heading, so 
aie not easily traceable. We will try and look fbr this fòr future 
reference. 


She said wiiatever it was, it was nothing known to her. She said, It was 
Ihc strangest thing I have evcr scen in nty life. Every time I drive in the 
area I lodc to see if it is there; it was certainly nothing known to me.' 

I subsequently spoke to Braam on the phone. He said he, his mothCT and 
two younger sisters were on their way to school by car on Monday, lOth 
« April 1995, at 7:30 am. Th^ wctc approaching the T- junction which 

would take tbem to Merwe\ illc from a dirt road to the right, where they 
saw this very strange si^t. Thcy were all talking when Mrs M. drew their 
. attention to thc 'peculiar cloud'. It was very low, abnormally so for a 

cloud. It was straight ahead of them, but when they reacbed the T-junction 
} they realised with a shock that it was not a cloud. 

Mrs M. was really puzzled. Shc felt it might bc an unusual machine of 
sorts, 'lt's got a strange shape, and what a funny colour!' 

Braam added: It was difficult to describe, but it lodced like it was dark 
blue or almost black.' 

Mrs M. decided to foUow it, tuming to the left. Unfortunatcly she could 
not go into the ficld to get closcr. 

As she tumed left, she cxclaimed; 'What's that on top of it?' and thcn, 'I can 
swear it's tuming.’ 

At this point it seemed suddenly to gather speed, moving away from the 
witnesses, and thcn started to move upwards. Braam's mother stopped the 
car and the famil>'just sat there staring at the objecL It went straight iqj and 
disappeared bebind a smallish doud. 

Whcn they got to Town, Mrs M. rcported the incident to several people 
, who said it must have bcen an aeroplane, or a hot air baUcxin. No lights or 

markings wcre ^isible. 

( Mrs M. thought it was about 80-100 metres away fiom them, rather low, 
althougb higher than the cross-bar <mi a ragby field

Thc}- looked across at it; they did not have to look 'up' at it. 

It was approximately the size of a large truck. 

Mrs M. appeared to be a very sincere lady. They are well-known sheep 
fanners of some standing in tíie district and 1 do not feel she would allow 
mc to use all this information if she fclt that this incident would opcn her 
lo ridicule. This is a small community with only four shops, one church 
and a boarding school. 

I am awaiting a weather report for that day, and I havc a rcport on hot air 
balloons, and the whereabouts of any in the arca at that time. 

I will come back on this in a future issue.

1. Weathcr Balloons last from 60-80 minutcs from release to bursting 
point. In this area they are sent up twice a day, at mid-day and 
midni^t. Thcy reach a height of 26000-28000 metres and move at a 
speed of 360 metres per minute. The balloon is 1 'á metres in diameter 
before it goes up, and expands to 4-S times its actual size before 
bursting. It moves with the wind, not against it. 

BalIoOTS are not illuminated at nij^t and it takes them only 20-30 
minutes to reach a beight above air traffic. 

2. Ooud (unless particularly high which this was not) would be moving 
allthetime. 

3. Hot Air Balloons. We are checking fcx' evidence of this, but again, a 
balloon moves with the wind. Also, there was no basket attachmoit 
visiblc, according to Mrs M. The object was v«y smooth, with no 
bulges whidi potain to hot air balloons.

'^VHVARE THEY HERE?* 

LfFOLaGY IN AMERICA AND BRITAIN 
by Dr Diana Caniinack, LilcHigwe, Malawi, Africa

The surtimer hoiidays in the northern hemisphere wcre bracketed by the 
MUFON Symposium in Scattlc in carK- July [1995] and the BUFÒRA 
Congress in SheíHeid in late August. The hot topic of com crsaticm aí both 
meetiiigs was the so-caiied Santiili or Roswell íilm, about which more 
lotcr. E\cn withoul the film, there was pienty of good ufology and enough 
speculatúig to kcep both no\ ices and expcrls enthralled. 

First, a bit about thc meetings. In Seattle there were upw ards of 600 
people in attendance, coming from all o>cr the USA and further afieid. 
Probabiy 30% of the audìence were womcn. Peoplc of all ages - frOTi 13 
to 80 at least - and (judging from the ciothes wom) from a wide variety of 
backgromds, flcAV in for the two-day mecting. Manv’ came without 
spouses, but many others came with relatives, including ageing mothers 
and young sons. Not surprisingly, p>eople spent a great deal of time and 
mon^' buy ing books and \ideos; many were able to converse fluently 
abouí various authors, thcorics and texts. Whcn not poring o\er books, 
they stood in comers telling each other about their own UFO expcriences. 
Indced, some 20-25% of the audience admitted (with a show of hands) 
ha\ ing seen a UFO. Manv' had come not so much to hear about new 
sighlings, as to try to make sense of what they already know is going on. 

The audiencc in ShefTield seemed younger but no less cnthusiastic. Book - 
and video - scllers, along with tables laden with ET jewellery and T-shirts, 
kcpt many people occupicd. 

The first day the main theatre was filled and thc overflow theatre with live 
rideo hook-up was needed to seat the remainder of the audience. This was 
primarily bccause a portion of the SantiUi film was screened with great 
faldcral and excessive security. 


Thc secood day w as in some ways more intcresting because the Santilli 
film and the consequenccs for ufology of its being real, were appraised. 
Nonetheless, the audience w’as smaller aod the big guns (including a senior 
Labour politician) wm absent. 

In Seattle upwards of a dozen speakers preseoted infonnation on subj cc ts 
ranging from cattlc mutilations (Linda Moulton Howe) to the Holographic 
Univcrse (FJoc Lcwelis). Naturally, abductÌOTs (Dan Wri^), new cases 
and analyses (e.g. Rolf-Dieter Kiein, Micfaael Stainic) and Roswell and the 
Santilli film were on the agenda^ 

Thc BUFORA meeting highlì^ted our owm Cynthia Hind, with Video 
film and a discussÌOT of the Anel schooi sightmg; Michael Hesemann on 
the Santilli film; Dr Leo Sprinkle on psyehological counselling of 
'cxporiencers'; Helmut Lammer on the Martian monuments; and PetCT 
Robbins and Larry Warren ot new’ evidOTce in thc Bentwaters casc - soon, 
hqiefully, availble in their book, Left at East Gate. 

Two Russian scicntists, Drs Chcmouss and Platov, discusscd UFO/EFO 
cases in the old Sovict Union^, while investigatÌOTS of UFOs in Denmark, 
Spain and Italy were rc\ icwal by Per Andosen, Vicoitc-Juan Ballester 
Oimos and Maurizio Vcrga, rcspectively^. 

Because there was too much informatÌOT presented at the two meetings to 
covcr in this short rev’icw, only highlights can be provided here.

Dan Wríglit's rqxxt at Seattle on hìs Abduction Transcrípt Prqject was 
fascinatins. as he is now in a position to start anah^ing disparate 
infonnation from 15 researchers aiid 142 cases. He is able, for instance, 
to begin to catalog varíous alien groups, ccmcluding, tantalizingl>', that 'wt 
are dealing with muMple groups of entìties... with oveiiapping yet 
difreríng agendas.' 

CcTtain occurrences are leported time and time again by difTerent 
abduaees - e.g. ESP, including precognition of thc e\ cnt; statcs of altcred 
consciousness; penetration of matter; le\itation; and consistent shapes of 
crail and activíties inside the craft durmg abducdons. He welcomes 
interviews írom researchers for transcription and inclusion in his data base; 
those sending him their case files will be able to draw upon his data base 
'ong bcforc other researchcrs. 

Oue of the more thought-provcícing discussions was by Michacl Lindeman, 
duríng which he examined the limitations and failings of the paradigm 
(’maps') which guìdes UFO rcsearch and anah sis. Refining thc paradigm 
is necessar\- but thankless work, he stated, for hc suspects that the UFO 
phenomenon is real and will one day impact humanit>’ to its core. 

At the samc time, though, the phcncHncnon is injecting ’ncw and subversivc 
influences into the core of human mass ps\choIog\’, into thc archet\pal, 
mvth-producing substrata of human consciousncss. As a rcsult', hc 
conciudes. UFOs arc ’reshaping our cxpectations about thc human future 
and even our sensc of what it means to bc human, long beforc wc can 
cmpiricalK determine what, if anvihing, about UFOs... is actually "rcal"... 
LrpOs appear as the harbingcrs at least, if not the central cause, of massive 
world changc.' He, and we, remain unsure whcthcr thcy 'rcprcscnt thc 
promise of catastrophc, or transformation and delivcrancc.' 

It is this 'subversive/transformativc influcncc-powcr' of thc phenomenon 
that seemed to him, its 'most important characterístic.' 


This 'madncss', hc went on to s^, may well be part of the largcr 'earth 
changes' predicted b\- many (see, for instance, Chet Snow, Mass Dreams 
of the Future, which Lindeman did not mention but which supports his 
case). Hc concluded with an 'admission of confiision' but his presentation - 
which was rooted in socio-ps\ chological trcnds evident in the Ncalh that 
are only slightly echoed here in the South • was disturbing wiiile at the 
same time, stimulating. 

Fiiudly, Linda Moulton Howe's presentation was, as alwm-s, fascinating. 
She bcgan with a tape made of 'eeríe sounds' - sort of a wailing 'woo-woo- 
woo' - which, she said, are similar to the sounds often reportedK' heard in 
areas where discs and lights are seen and cattle mutilations take piace. She 
went on to discuss recent mutilation cases (many Imked to UFO sightmgs) 
in the Amerícan mid-West and Wcst and in Canada. Speaking to her 
prívately, she admitted that mutilation cases in Afríca are a 'big question 
mark'. and encouraged researchers here to make an eífort to ^d and 
document such cases. 

She concluded with an addendum not found in her printed paper, and 
which is reproduced here írom notes only. She stated that this past year 
several rcsearchers, including herself, have received fi'om 'off-record and 
anonvmous sources', information which she could not prove to be true or 
false. Her rcason for raising the issue at the meeting was to ask pwple 
whether such uncorroborated data should be shared openly or kept a sècret 
(Peopie agreed it should be sharcd). The information supplied was roughiy 
that MJ-12 feels that it is able to manipulate and deceive the non-human 
entities it is in contact with, but (the anonvmous source stated) the situation 
is quite the revose; it is humankind that is beíng manipulated and 
deceived. Further, she was told that Bob Lazar's stcHÌes arc true and 
Roswell did happen, but the entities are neither extra-terrestríaL 
benevolent, nor ncutral. Crop circles and mutilations arc both diversions, 
with the aim of deceiving us, and all part of a grand deceptioa 

Shc cndcd on a note similar to that of Lindeman: 'what docs contact with 
an intelligence with whom we caimot [even] communicate, mean for our 
fiiture?' 
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BUFORA 

At leastthree people at the BUFORA meetíng presented informatioa about 
phenomena which initially wcrc thought to be UFOs, but tumcd out to be 
identiiied <x natural. Two other speakers dealt uith data bases and 
compvterìsation of the material collected - again, related to the 
confercnce’s themeof 'examining the evidence'. 

híore exciting was the presentation by Dr Leo Sprinkle, an Amerícan 
counselling psxchologisl with an interest in reiiKamation as well as UFOs. 
ìn his practicc he helps cxperiencers come to tcrms wilh ihcir UFO 
sightings and abductions by positi\ely intcgrating thc expericnces into 
ihcir daily iives. He provided se\ erai cxamples of hovv this has been done 
on an individual and pcrsonal level. But morc intcrestingly - and in 
keeping with the thesis ad\ anced in Seattle that UFOs are somehow related 
to humankind’s impending enlightenment - hc stated that he feels that thc 
purpose of UFOs is to give us a ’driver education course for becoming 
Cosmic Citizens.' In other words, according to Dr Sprinkle, the broader 
mcaning of visitations by UFOs appears to bc the rcjuvenation of the earth 
ond thc de\’elopment of the human spirit. 

Cunhia Hind’s material was well received in Shcfíield, so much so that the 
fílm of tlie Ariel schoolchildren's descríption of the UFO and its cntities 
ihe\’ saw was shown in its entiretv bv’ popular demand. In thc midst of all 
of íhc theorising about what the UFO phcnomcnon means to us as 
individuals and to humanity as a whole, it was rcfrcshing to hcar details of 
a ncw case, and one with so man\’ witnesscs. Moreover, the iraportance 
of African cases is that Afiicans (whitc, black or brown) arc much lcss 
likely to have bccn exposcd to the media hv’pc siurounding UFOs in 
lespecially) America, but (increasingly) the UK todav’. Thus, vvhen a child 
in a small Afrícan tovvn sav'S she saw a meter-tall being vvith huge black 
cv es, hcr evidence is much more important than that of a Ncxlhem 
cxperiencer.

INTELLIGENT LIGHT BALLS? 

Reports from our Namibian Investigator, Roland Roeis 

a) Mìss IM., Epukiro area; mid-1980s. 

Miss I.M., a 28-ycar-old anahtical chemist, emphatically refused to accept 
the existence of extraterrestríal life or phenomena, claiming that the Bible 
constitutes the only guide to Truth ami she was not aware of any reference 
thereto ín the book. She was in the habit of visiting her fiancé eveiy 
wedcend, at his fann in the Epukiro area. 

One Monday moming she retumed from a visit and appeared rather 
shocked and reluctant to talk; but afro’ a while related the foUowmg story: 
During the night of Saturday to Sunday she and her fiancé letumed hcane 
from a barbecue on a neighbour’s fann. She was tired and dozed vríiile he 
drove the small tnick. 

AU of a sudden she was jerked to the fìont and was immediately aw'ake. 
Finding that her fíancé had braked, she saw him sitting quietly, staring 
ahead, pointing his fínger at a baU of Ught about 300 metres ahead of them. 
Thc ball appeared about the size of the headlight of a heavy motorcvcle. 
It vvas bluish-wliitc, veiy bríght against the night skv’, and movcd slowly 
over the land at a hcight of 2-3 metres, foUowing exactly the contours of 
the land as far as this could be made out by the occupants of the car. The 
whole event lasted an estimated 10 minutes before the sphere disappeared 
from sight. 

Miss I.M. remembered ho' fíancé saying that this was about the second 
time he had seen the object, but that farmers in the vicinity caU it "die 
spook van die Kalaharí" (Afíikaans for the ghost of the Kalaharí) and are 
familiar with it as they see it quite often. 

The time was either spríng or autumn, the weatha- was calm and fíne, with 
a stany sky and no moon. 
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Fcr ihe record; Miss I.M. stiU does not believe in ETs, claiming that there 
niust bc an acceptabie scientiííc explanation for the phenomcnon, and we 
fóe! surc thcre is. 

b) Miscelianeous Observatíons. 

Mrs G.S. reported having seen bríght light balls duríng the dav' on her farm 
ricar thc Gamsberg, a table-mountain featurc wcst of Windhock. The balls 
ino\ ed at a height of about 5 metres and in a westerk' direction. 

Mr K.L. reported ha\'ing seen lí^t balls duríng the da>' and night on his 
paienis' farm near Outjo. 

Mrs A.V. rcported haxing seen one big hght ball that flickercd while 
hoiering over their farm dam. (This case was reported in UFO 
AFRINEWS Nos. 4 and 5, of 1991 and 1992 respectivch'.) 

Mr A.A. reported having scen light balls sevcral times and sevcral moving 
togetlier on the road betwcen Keetmanshoop and Luderítz. Thev' secmed 
to mov'C in a more or less straight line, 5 metres above ground, in a 
wcslerly dircction. 

Over the years several sightings werc reported in the stríp along the eastem 
bcrder with Botswana, in a north-south direction. 

r) Prof. B.HJ. and Others • Namib Desert, June 1994 

On 28* June 1994, at about 20:00 hours, a party coosisting of Prof B.H.J., 
Mr C.L. and three Brítish exchange students dccided to climb a little kopje 
(hill) close to their camp site near the Blutkuppe in the ccntral part of the 
Namib Desert. The Blutkuppe is roughly 30 km from the scxalled 
Escarpment which marks the eastem boundary of the desert proper. In- 
betwcen, iherc arc very fcw tracks and only one official (gravel) road. 

When they reacbed the top and looked castward over thc rclativcly flat 
desert plain, they notíced that the sky was lightening up just before 


moonrise and the outlinc of the Escarpment could be clearly seen against 
the faintly lit sky. It was thrai that Mr C.L. noticed a very bríght li^ in 
thc distance and pointed it out to his c(»npani<ms. It was whitc in colour, 
with a yellowish tinge, and kxked like the brí^t light of a motofcar seen 
in the distance. Its mov ement was undulating, slowiy up and down, as if 
it foUowed some land contours. 

Although thc desert bckvccn thc Blutkiq)pe and the Escarpment is thou^t 
by many to be a v ery flat and saiKk^ plain, a closer lodk reveals an arca 
very much the opposite and at times hardly passable even with a four- 
wheel drívc vchicle. 


At times the light could clearly be seen above thc outline of thc 
Escarpment, which would secm as if the 'objcct' flcw much higher than the 
3-5 metres usually reportcd. Also, it excludes a motorcar or any terrestrial 
vehicle being invok cd, nor could it havc been a poacher hunting with an 
cxtremely bríght light. 

At times it appeared to movc closer to the observing party, then it 'moved' 
away firom them. 

After 20 -30 minutes the mocai had risen about half-w^ and the party 
decided to climb down again, abandoning the observation. 

Mr C.L. later had a letter published in one of the local Windhoek dailies, 
indirectk soliciting further reports from readers. 

Meeting with both Prof B.H.J. and Mr C.L. reminded thc writo' of another 
cvent rcportcd to him in 1973, at Easter time. 

When some Swiss and Dutch jBrìends spent a night at both the Gaub Pass 
and the Sesriem Cany on, again in the Namib Desert, many kilometres to 
the south of the Blutkuppe, they notíced on both evenings a strong light in 
tbe distance moving rather erratícaUy, each time west of their ovemi^ 
site. 
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Yct tlieir description was sufíiciently vague, so that it was impossible to 
nakc out w hether a distant car or poachers were involved.

BLUE DISC PACES CAR Case N" 110 

Report from Dick and Joan Godfirey of Harare, Zimbabwe. 

■ !n 1956 we were farming in the Marcmdera area of Zimbabwe. About the 
end of May we decided to drive down to Durban, on the South Afiican 
coast, for a month's hoìiday. We were late departing and had to ovcmight 
at KweKwe; it was already gctting dark when we left Kadoma and were 
approaching KweKwe. 

At the time, the old roads were still tarred strips and our small car wasn't 
going fast. The moon had come up on our right, because the shadows of 
ihc irccs were falling across ihc road fi'om right to left. 

It was vciy cold but a clear, beautiftil night. We were chatting as we 
òrox e and werc ncaring a notorious railway crossing where many people 
have been killed, whcn all of a sudden, evcrything started to change as a 
lisln approachcd from behind. 

Therc was a railwav^ line parallel to the road and I told Joan to see if a train 
\va$ coming. She looked back but saw neither train nor car behind us. 

Thc light grcw sharpcr and became a vcry beautiful blue. Evaitually it 
overshadowed our car's headlamps, still travclling behind and to the side 
of the road. It actually came from quite a distance behind and eventuaUy 
caught up with us. I could see how thc shadows of thc trecs and the car 
camc forward, then shoriened, as it got iKarer. 


This li^ was v’ery bright but a really beautiftil soft blue colour, not 
blinding,aDdlitupthetreesandtheroadinfìxHitofus. Now Fm an ex*Air | 
Force man and I have a very good idea of altitude and distance, being also 
a shottist; in those days my hearing and sight were phencxnenal. The 
objectmusthavebeenaboutSOmetresabovethecarandabout 15metres | 
off the roadside. It defíniteiy paced us because I changed speed and it [ 
followed, keeping pace with us.' 

Joan Godfi^' concurred \rith what her husband had to say, adding; 'There 
was no sound, so we looked around to fínd out wbere this terribly bright 
light was coming frmn.' 

Dick continues; 'I couid see it was a blue disc; I couid see iis outline, i 
although it could have been a sphere. It wasn't fíat, not like a saucer sitting 
on its bottom. If it was a disc of some sort, then it was upright. It stood 
sidewav’s, completeiy circular, so it could just as easily have been a sphere. 
There was no etcl^d outline, no black tim, just that lovely blue light, 
reminding me of the artifícial moonlight we used to make during the 
Second World War; only that was of a yellowish colour. 

Eventually I said to Joan; 'That thing is pacing usl' I put on speed, then 
slowed down and the thing st^ed with us. Then I stopped and said, 'Fm 
going to get out and have a lodc at it' 

The light then overshot us a little. Now this was tbe fírst of the remarkable 
things, in that it didnt reverse; it just changed positions. It was thcre, in 
front of us, then it was here, beside the car, m one move! 

I got out aiKÌ leaned agaìnst the car, watching this strange object as it 
disappeared and immediately reappeared in another place, and I puzzled 
over this because of the way it changed direction and altitude. 

Now I had no night-blìndness firom the light, such as would happen firom 
a normal blinding light. Yet it lit iq) acres and acres of land all around. 
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vVnen it was beside the car, the objcct appearcd to be about two mctres, 
pcrhaps a iittie less, in diameter. Aíler vvatching it for a while, l liíled iip 
in\ nnns and wav ed and shouted at it; 'Take me to your Leader! And I 
havc aa idea I scared the thing oíT, because as I said those words, it moved 
K'í\ word, it MOVED! 

>ìo\v, \ve knew the farm house about a mile in front of us on the left-hand 
sidc. Witiun two seconds aftcr the object left us, it lit up that whole farm: 
I could see the homestead, water tank, milking shed, corrugated iron roofs, 
Ihe loi — all lit up by this blue radiance. 

Then suddcnly it was gone! As before, it dis^peared from one place and 
inimediately reappearcd elsewhere. It was as if the captam said to his 
navigator, 'I want \ou to go from this latitude to that latitude, so just push 
a button.' Well, tlie movement of that object was like a transference of 
matter from one place to another. As it passed the farm it gaincd altitude 
but it shot up, frcan being veiy low to veiy high, and you didn't see it go 
up. Ii would leave here and bc there, Ihen continue its flight. It wcnt 
siraight up and madc those crratic sideways and upwards movements, 
going \ eiy fast. 

Thcn it accelerated still more, and ma\be it was the visual efíect of 
somcihing going \ eiy fast, but it elongated and became a teardrop. There 
werc no sparks fl\ ing, but it took on an orange glow at the tail end and 
sccmcd to have an orange rim as well. That could havc been the eflect on 
my cycsight from thc speed of thc thing, because after it left the farm it 
rcali\ accelerated; I could see Ihc horizon when it lit up the hills, about 
80km a\va\, in not more than thrce to four secOTids. It liierally streaked ofí' 
like a conict! Whcn it went o\cr the horizoo it didn't gradually vanish 
from our \ ìew. By that tìme it had got a good deal smaller and I had lost 
sight of thc blue, but could still see Ihe orangecolour. It just dived straight 
down as if it had scttled somewhere over the hiUs. 

Now, I want to say two things: there was completely no smell or change 
in the tempcrature, and completely no sound. Absolute silence. We couid 
hcar crickcts chìrping and the other background noises of the open country. 


I had lefl the engine ninning, just in case, but it was a voy quiet car. 
There was no interlèrence with the engine or headlamps. 

But this 'thing' came back to look at us, because thcFe was a giq) in úie 
trces where I stopped and it definitdy uuae badt to where we were aad 
just hovered tbeie, looking at us. But when I waved and shouted, that's 
when it left. 

It was about 19:30 hours when we got into KweKwe. We weie in tíme for 
dinner at the hotel and as far as we're aw aie, that is the tíme we expected 
to rcach KwcKwe, so thcre was no dclay. 

My thoughts were of the impossibiliiy of anything of that size and natuie 
to remain in the aìr, soundlessly and without any smell, because we buro 
fuel. But theie was no noise, smell or heat of any sort; just this beautifiil 
blue incandescence, ieaving no momoitaiy ni^-blindness. 

The whole episode must have taken about five minutes at the most: it 
followed us, caught up with us and paced us. It stopped when I stopped, 
it returoed and wc fatxd each other. We were not afraid at any time, just 
totally puzzled over what such a bright objcct could possibly be; and then 
it w as gone so fast, we just couldn't gct ovcr that! 

I said to Joan Fd get on to the Met EiqpaTtinent on our returo, but I didn't, 
afrer ail. IVe spoken about it to a fcw people over tbe years but they kx>k 
at onc anothcr as if to say wc're ofiF beam. 

I did fìrst think it was the fiill moon, but it was not; the shadows wctc 
moving, while the trees and sceneiy w'ere lit iq> with this blue radiance. 
Definitely not clectrical, incredibly bríght but not blinding, as electric light 
would bc.' 

Dick's wife Joan commented that duríng the event sbe saw the light as 
silveiy, while ber husband saw it as blue. 
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MYSTERY CRASH ON THE CEDARBERG. Casc N' 112. 

In^'esiiaator; Pam Puxlej, Capc To\mi. 

On Friday 16th June 1995, Pam Puxlw and a firieod lcft Cape Tovmi early 
in thc monung for Citnisdal, to investigate an alleged meteoríte crash near 
the Cedarberg Mountains. 

The vvitness was Mr Suklde Smit, a citrus farmer iiving on thc farm 
Brakfontein, some distance fixm Citrusdal. However, two weeks prior to 
their visit, Mr Smit had hved on thc farm Eikebos in the Cedarberg Vallev, 
V herc he w itnessed the evcnL 

What Uie mvesngators ehcited fix>m Mr Smit was as foUows: 

On May 30th, 1995, at about 07:45 hours, Mr Smit was dríving along the 
\ allcy road with a farm workcr, whcn his attention was drawn to the sky 
by tlie workcr. To his amazemenL be saw an oval-shaped, bright \ eUow 
light crossing over the vallcv', with smokc trailing bchind. Thcre was no 
apparent sound firom the objcct Immediately behind it and trailing it there 
was another light not oval but an almost perfect round. Mr Smit made a 
drawing of ihe sighting, showing thcse objects going across thc beacon on 
top of ihe mountain, beforc the\ crashed m a vallcy on the other side of his 
farm, tolalJv' inaccessible mi foot. 

Aftcr crasiiing, the objects gave oflF no sound or light just an excessive 
amouní of smoke. 

As soon as he got back to thc homestead, Mr Smit contacted D F Malan 
Airport to rcport a possible aeroplane crash. Hc then contacted thc 
Citrusdal police about the incident. Within an hour his farm was invadcd 
by a stroiig police - and possibly military - preseiKe. Because of bad 
weather. helicopters could not takc oflf firrMn Capc Town, and possibh' onc 
came firom Ysterplaat. Thc South Airícan Police chopper went to thc crash 
sitc with two paramedics on board. After about an hour, thc search was 
callcd off. 


Charl Pouw of the South Afirican Broadcasting Corporation ccaitacted Mr 
Smit about the incident after sources had revealed his name as witness. 
Mindful of the police and anny intoest the farmer asked the Sergeant in 
charge of the qieration if he could comment on what had happened. To 
his surprise, the oflTicer told him that he should refer Mr Pouw to him and 
that Mr Smit was not lo comment on ai^ happenings. 

Somewhat reluctanlly, Mr Smit spoke only bríefly on the radio about the 
crash of thc ’mcteoritc'. Actually, prÌOT to the radio intaview, the fanner 
had been told that it was a metetKÌte and that no debrís or other ev idence 
of a crash hod bcen found.despite the fact ihat the searchers had spent an 
hour at the almost exact site indicatcd to ihcm. At the time of the search 
the S.A.P. used Mr Smii's residence as a 'siakeout'; and as descríbed by 
him, the dialogue bclween caller and receiver [presumably on the phcxie] 
was very secrctive, short and formal... indeed vcry suspicious. 

Mr Smit said he had phoned Stcrrewag (Star Watch) at Suthcrland, to 
aaifirm that it was a mcteoritc, but according to them, thrcc meteorites had 
cntcrcd the Earth's atmosphere and had fallen into thc sca. Thcy were not 
aware of a fourth meteoríte crashing in the Cedarberg, for the radar 
indicated no activities in that perimeter. 

During thc visit by the investigators to his new farm in Brakfontein, Mr 
Smit cMifided to thcm that he couldn't sleep the night aftcr the sighíing, 
and c\ er since thai time hc always looked towards the mountains, doubting 
what hc had seen. The farm worker who had accompanied him that 
moming could not stop talking about the incident. The farmer said that it 
was the first time something like that had happened in the area. 

He was dumbstruck w hcn thc mvcstigators infcrtned him that pcople living 
in Springbok had seen the objccts 15 minutes prior to his sigltting, since he 
only knew about peoplc at Pikctbcrg and nearby areas having secn them. 
Whcn asked how hc fclt whai he saw the object, he went quiet, then said 
it was a feeling hc couldn't describc in words, being all too overwhelming, 
so much so that he found it difficult even to spcak properly to the Airpcat 
and the police. 
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Ec oddcd that hc had great fear of going back to the farm Eikebos, though 
J'iC didii't |i^e aneason. 

He said that what he thought was an aeroplane or meteorite, was possibly 
a UFO, thc reason for his suspicion being that the people at the Stcrrewag 
Ì3 Sutlicrland, who could not rccall a fourth meteorite, said that by the time 
a mcteorite hits Ihe Earth it can't be bigger than an old coin of one Rand, 
vhcrcas what he saw' made smoke and left e^idence a thousand times 
bigger ihan a coin, and for thc police to fínd nothing and keep e\’er>thing 
a secret aficr all ihat time was all too strange. 

Mr Smit's last words to the inxestigators werc, "I will remember this for the 
resl of my iife and I believe we are not thc only life m this vastness of the 
Uni\ersc..." 



UFOATTACK CascN° 113 

Report firom Gene Povcy of Port Elizabeth, South Africa 

In reply to a letter in the EASTERN PROVINCE HERALD, asking people 
to contact UFO AFRINEWS if thcy had had any strange sightings, Mr 
Gene Povcy sent us the foUowing intrìguing report: 

'A strange thing happened many years ago, 1952 I think it was. If I had 
been by m>self and told anybody about what happened, thcy would havc 
laughed and told mc to tell anoúier bedtime story. But there wcre other 
witnesses to testify to the truth of the event. 

My sister, her firiend and myself WCTe u-avelling back lo Port Elizabeth 
from Gcorgc (Cape Province) late one evMiing. It was a lovely, clear, 
summer evening with thc moon already up and miUions of stars shining. 

In those da\ s one had to use two mountain passes which were quite safe 
if one stuck to the recommended speed limits. That evening, one of us 
remarkcd how few cars there seemed to bc on the road at the time. 

On reaching the Stonns River Pass we started to dcscend into the Pass 
itselfr keeping weU to the left as one never knew when some idiot might 
suddcnly comc charging around the sharp bcnds. We had almost reachcd 
the bottom of the Pass, going into a very sharp 'S' bend, when a single 
headlamp appcared right on our side of the roaÁ I think we aU shouted, 
'look out!' or something like that. I puUed up hard against the restraining 
stone waU which prevented us ftom going over thc side and into the river 
below. I remember shouting to the girls, 'Hold on and duck', when this 
light came straight at us, it seemed to just skim over the bonnet, hghting 
the interior of the car as bright as day. It shook the vehicle and with an 
almighty roar was gone. 

We just sat there, too stunned to s^ a word and needless to say, the only 
thought in our minds was to get tte heU out of there. I had staUed the 
vehicle and battled to get it going again, but when it did start, we sure got 
out of there fast 
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Many rniles from there \ve were still tiying to figure out what it had been, 
in-bciween kecping a wan eve opcn for an\ unusual thing or whatevcr! 

On leaching ihe area rou^h-just past the Elandsjaagt Dam (remembering, 
of course, that ihis was before the new national road to Cape Town was 
conslructcd). and about 25 milcs from Humansdoip, guess what was 
trax eliing towards us, taking up the whole width of the road and just 
skirnming the road like a bat out of hcll! With no place to go, we just had 
I inie to pull off the road and pray that it missed us. Well, I can tell you, try 
and gct three people under the dashboard, I know that I was all tangied up 
with tlie clutch and brake pedals! 

I do remcmber that just before diving for cover, I saw that the thìng' 
secmcd to change direction and come straight at us agam - it ZOOMED 
ovcr the vehicle, missing by the proverbial hair-breadth and as before, 
iighting up the interior of tÌM car; then climbed steeply and disappeared 
into thc sky. 

Wc continued on to Humansdorp and stopped thcre for a while, but as the 
tinic was about 22:00 hours, cvervlhing was closed. We arrived in Port 
Eiii'abcth about midnight. 

The next dny when we told people about what had happened, it was just 
passcd off as a fìreball or something like an aircraít But no ordioaiy 
nircrnft couid flv in the Pass like it did, nor disappear as fast as it did. 

Wcll. tliat's the stay. Was it, or was it not, a UFO?' 


In a further rcport, Gene Povey sa\s that hc contacted the other witnesses 
reccnth^ to check with them whetlwr therc had been any sound whcn they 
mct up with the object in the Pass. AIl agreed that in that instance no 
sound had been heard, (cxcept for that almìghty roar as the object passed 
onl\ just abo\ c the car) and thcy remarked that it was all vciy 'spooly'. Mr 
Po\e\- added that the hairs on his arms had stood up and he was so nervous 
he had to battle to re-start his car. 


[£D.: This is a conunon effect in the case of UFOs and probably due to 
electromagoetism from the object, whetho' a craft or an unexplained 
natural pbenotnenon.] 

Ho\ve\'er, the second time the object overflew the car, the other witnesses 
said there had been a sort of swishmg sound, of the sort one bears when 
o\'eTtaking a big truck or other large vdiicle on the road. 

All witnesses agrced with Gene Pov^ that the object was oval in shape, 
bri^ita than aiw car li^ and nothing like aiy type of aircraft Úiey had 
seen befoie or since. 


A LriTLE BIT OF ASTRONOMY 

(Reported in Couria Mail, Brisbane, Australia, 26*'’ June, 1995) 

Australian scientists have detected mysterious miciowave signals in Outer 
Space which may have becn sent by intelligent life-fOTms. 

Unfortunateh', they had to retum the unique radiowave receiver to the 
USA (wliich had lent it to them) and could not complete thcir suiveillance. 

Thc 'Operation Phoenìx' picked up many identifiable signals, but sevcral 
could not bc cxplained. The experiment wiU be continued in the Northcm 
Hcmisphere by the USA. 

This is the largest search for alien life ever undertaken.

Pushing Pegasi 51 around gravitationally, is a companion planet, the only 
one outside our star sv stem which orbits a potentially life-giving star. It 
\\ on't support life as we know it because its tcmperature will around 
1200' C, but it does show that planet formation is not unique. 


Lockheed Missiles and Space Company will build, launch and operate a 
spacecrafì to explore the Moon in 1997, on behalf of NASA. The craft, 
named LUNAR PROSPECTOR, will do low-altitude mapping, studying 
surface composition and magnetic and gravity Qelds, to improve our 
knowledgc of the origins of, and resourccs on, the Mooa Four 
e.xperiments wiU be carried out.

BRIEF ENCOUNTERS CascNMll 

Interview with June B. of Johannesburg by Kenny MacKinnon 

'I had a vay strange cxpcrience about two years ago, probably in 1992. 

My husband was away on business. I was in bed and smnething - or 
someone - came and pushed my head into the bed. It didn't feel like a 
hand: it pusbed, and pushed and pushed. I was awake and it was dramatic; 
I couidn't movc my bodv’, I fclt as if I had no body. The only thing that 
seemed to bc alivc was nw mind. I said to my^lf: 'You mustnT panic, just 
think of goodness, just think of the Christ consciousness, just relax and try 
to handle it' I don't know wfrat that was, I haven't a cluc, but whatevcr it 
was, 1 was absoiutely motionless. I couldn't move my head. It felt like it 
was a tremcndous force -1 couldn't do anylhing. 

There was no pain. I couldnt even feel mj’self. I dont know how long it 
lasted, aU I know is that when I woke up I was extremely ncrvous. It felt 
like a lot of clectricity, a lot of vibration in the place. 

I had already told my husband about the pushing down into the bed. That 
was ages ago. This time, I told him exacdy what had happened, that I had 
this 'dream'. It's ratha vague and rather queer. 1 wTote it down in my diaiy 
but don't know cxactly when. I've got it written as the moming of I Ith 
OctobCT 1994. 

I dreamed I was on an operating table with a beam of Ught shining down 
on me. The beam seemed to come from nowhere. I was lying on this 
(^ierating theatre bed. A person was sticking a needle into my left hand, 
at the base of the thumb. The needle had a pipe [or tube] attached, the 
thickness of a fmger, not a thin tube, going into my hand. Tbe pain was 
excniciating. I wns screaming, I remember screaming repcatedly and 
writhing with the pain - but at the same time I didn't seem to have a bodv', 
I couldn't sit up, lash out, get o£í the bed or say anything -1 was not in 
control. 
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Now, hcre's a <}uestion: why was I writhing if I didii't move? would 
ihc\’ bc holding im hand looseh ? Surcly, with the pain, I could ha\ e 
pullcd riy hand back and reacted but I di^'t, the hand sta>-ed there and 
ihis pcrson w as holding it up and working on it and I could do nothing. 

Tìicre was also a person near my right shoulder and he was basically 
holding my shouldcr dowii but not in an aggressivc way, just lightly. 
There werc othcr Bcings stonding around the table, obsen ing; not many, 
about 10 or less. I couldn’t realK’ see because the light was beaming down 
on me. I was looking up into it and couldn't distinguish properly. The light 
was a dcfuiite bcam. it didn't light up the room, it centred down on me and 
it looked as though tlie rest was in darkness because of its intensity, so I 
couldnT make oul thcir faces or bodies clearly. What I could make out was 
that thcy seemed vcry sort of narrow, thcy didn't appear to have shoulder 
or hip width or an>thing likc that; basically narrow up)-and-down; 
e\ er>tiiing \ ery narrow. 

The> didn't havc con\ cntional clothes on, if they had clothes on at all. 
T’ne> cidn't secm naked as we call naked; the> had something on: yes, like 
a 'wct suit, like a body suit, but it didnT look like clothing. It wasn't a 
white or licht colour, it was darkish. I drew their narrow shape [from 
memor\ j. no featurcs, and that's how' the needle came, not likc a s>TÌnge, 
it came ouì of something ihat looked like a... driU, that's right. 

Thoush I couldn't see their faccs, they were dark, that's the impression I 
had. Thc one prcssing m> shoulder was close to me and another stood at 
ihe foot of ihe bed on the Icft sidc. Then there was thc one with m>- hand, 
and four or five oUicts; a couple stood behind me. They looked similar 
biit, I dor.'t know, I ha\ e a feeling one of them was different, but I can't 
relate to lum. 

1 don't know how I arri\ ed thcre. What puzzled me is: I ne\ cr woke up 
from thc pain, so if it was so excmciating, how come I didn't wake up? I 
don’t remcmber telling my husband, but evidentl>’ I did. He was in the bath 
and. I came through and told him. I said, 'They put it in my hand, here', 
and I poinicd to it - and there was this mark, this water blister. 


[At the timc of Kenny MacKinnon's original inteniew, December 
1994, there was stiU a mark at the base of June's thumb.] 

And that was the first time I noticed it, because I was so upset. I was so 
scaied that I'd had such a nigbtmare, that I had to get to somebody to tell 
it to - so I wient to Caesar, my husband, and told him about my hand and 
then I saw the maik, and hand was very sore. 

That aftemoon I went to my fiiend Vera and told her. I said, if this was a 
nightmare, how the hell have I got this on m>' hand, and why is my thumb 
so sore'’ And it isn't 100 percent right >et [at Dec.2nd]. 

Thai nighi at supper, I told Caesar the story and he replied,' You've already 
told me', and I said, 'No, 1 couldn't have told you.' That's when he said I 
had already recounted the whole stoiy first thing that moming; but I had 
told Vera it had happened SMne tvvo nights beforc, NOT the previous night. 
I also argued with my husband about when I had told him - I was so 
confused, I didn't know where I was at. Normally I am wide awake. I 
oftcn w akc up with thc perfect solution to things that have bugged me; I 
al\va>'s get solutions to problems in the moming after Fve been asleep - and 
they are as clear as can be. So it was vcr>' unusual for me to get mixed-up 
like that' 

MacKinnon tried to get June to recall additional details of the experience. 
He said to her: 

' When >x>u were l>ing on the examination table and because of that teirible 
pain you woke up - but you woke iq} within the experience. Do you 
reinember wakìng up and seeing all those figures around you? And then, 
you said, there was blackness, then lightness? Can you recall, betw'een the 
waldng up and the blackness, the shutting off of the eTqierience, something 
that perhaps triggered that blackness, caused that curtain to fall?' 

June replied that ina>'be it was fear, because shc w'as so traumatised, 
helpless and angiy over what was being done; also she was in agonizing 
pain. 
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Jn ansiv cr ío the question as to what thoughts were running through her 
riiind at thc lirne. she says; 

'J was screaming with every bit of my body; no words, just scrcams, and 
t.hirJdng why, why must I have this pain? I wanted to mo\c n^- arm but 
thcre was no strength in my muscles. And thcn the blankness and the 
darkness. It's a \ery strange thing, I have a phobia about going into 
cupboards cver since I was a child. It's not that I suíTer from 
ciaustrophobia since I can gct into a liíl, but I have a phobia about intense 
darkncss. I often walk around my house in the dark at night, but a certain 
aniount of light comes in from the street. What I'm talking about is total, 
pitch darkncss.' 

Askcd whether she could recall any communication between herself and 
the beings, June replicd: 

'I was doing the communication, screaming from the depths of my being. 
But I could feel thc hands of the person touching my shoulders, in 
compassion, like, '^Ve're not doing this to you because of wickedncss; we 
have to do it!* That was ihe thought in my mind. I couldn't see hands, but 
prcsumc ilicy were hands, not open but half-closed, holding my shoulders. 

The person with the needle was working on my hand, so there was 
raovcment. The onc at the foot of ihe bed cm thc left sidc, was also 
moving. not around the room but moving; the person bchind me was 
touching nie and whcn I was scrcaming so badly, that’s when be put his 
hands on mc. The othcrs were merely observing; thcy made no efTort to 
intcrxcne, to take part or anything else.' 

In reply to the question about recalling more detail, June says: 

'I had ihe impression that for some reason I was thinking - as I was venting 
my anger in screaming - that it wasn't thc first time this was happcning, but 
I can ncver, c\er, say to you that it had happcned bcfore. There was that 
anger that it was being done to me again. But no feeling of rcplay. 


The needle looked like a thickish pipe. It must have been rigid because 
when he put it inlo my hand it didn't flop all o\er; the needle came out at 
right angles to the tube. I fancy there was something behind me; not a 
person but an object, but I can't recall. The person stood at an angle to me. 
The ncedle was at hip height, I actually looked at it. The object l^hind me 
seemed to be connected with the pipe; the Being was concentrating on my 
hancLworking on it and nothing cise; totally intent, looking at what hc was 
doing. This being was dark, almost like a gun-metal colour. It lodced like 
these bcings wcre of a dark material. The bed was vay narrow, so the 
creature was holding tm' hand. But I have no recall of skin on skk. The 
ache was in m>- bonc, not just skin but a terrible ache in nw thumb bone, 
afterwards. I wanted to go to the chemist, but didnt. I wcnt to my 
homeopath and asked him if ihat pan of my bocty was important. He said 
\'e$, there is a meridian running through the bod>' from thoe. So I told him 
my stor>-, but he wouldnt believe me. I fclt stupid!' 

Aftcr telling her stoiy, June went back to her childhood wiiich was not a 
particularly happy one. She was not a good student at school and felt her 
mother did not understand her and thought she w as weird. 

Junc could alwa>-s feel 'pec^Ic' around her that othcr pec^le could not see. 
It fclt likc 'clcctricity' coming from these entities and rathCT scaiy. She 
thought she was four or five at the timc, but it occurred at various times 
during her life; when she was a teenager, and in her twenties. 

There was a sort of communication with the cntities. She could feel a man 
standing behind her, clad in a white garment, like a robe. She could not 
see his face but his head was dark and he seemed foreign. June thought he 
was her Guardian Angel, although he ne\'er came in the absolute dark. 
She would speak to him in her mind. Her parents went out a lot and she 
was ieft alone in the house, w hen the entily would appear and she would 
have a voy brief conversation with him. 

June finds it diflícult to describe the voice in her head, but it was most 
beautiful, like the sound of a bell. And it seemed so wise; it never told ber 
what to do, but it would assist her. 
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Anyví a>-, there wasn't much to be said, because afler all, what did we see? 


Whcri Dr John Vlack came to Johannesburg. he was inter\ iewed on Radio 
7C2 and June coinmunicated with him. She felt he belicACd what she was 
srAÌng and did not reject her testimonv-, and it made all the diíTerence in

STRANGE REPORTS from ZAMBIA Case N* 115 

Rcport from Henk van dCT Linden 


'I \\ 3S stationed in Kitwe for a while in 1958 ot '59, working for the 
Fcderal Broadcasting Corporation as one of their top-ranking engineers. 
Wc wcre putting up big masts for the transmitters, outside the towTU At 
iliat time, there were alreadv’ UFO sightings rcported, but no one then took 
much notice, bcause it was not happening there. 

On ihis particular da\’, I w'as way up on the mast, working on the 
conncction of thc acrial cable. I had a safety bclt on and had to fmd thc 
coniplcte block of matching points. With me was Jack Grahame and also 
lan McFcc, as well as a young apprenticc by the name of Rogcr Hart. 

It was then that \vc saw it. Looking up at the skv', which was speckled with 
ncec\’ clouds, we could see it through the clcar spaces bctwecn these small 
cLouds: it was way up, behind the clouds, and it was a big, big object, 
complcteh still. It was not a balloon because it stood still for a long time, 
which would be impossible fw a balloon which moves with thc wind 

It was dead quiet, and it must havc hovered thcre from the time I saw it, 
about 8 o'clock in the moming, until 2 o'clock in the aftcraoon whcn I left 
to go and gct something in Kitvve. But when \vc came back at 5 o'clock, 
it was stiU therc. Now a balloon would have movcd, but this object did 
not. I rcmembcr \ve were all looking at it, but then it suddenly 
disappeared! All thrcc of us saw it My fricnd Jack said, Tw God's sakc, 
don't tcll that to Ihe ncwspapcrs, they wiU think we'vc bcen drinking too 
much whisky while putting this new transmitter on the air....' 


Asked specificaUy about the altitude of the objcct he had seen, Henk said 
it must have been veiy hi^ up because the little fleecy clouds were very 
high and the object was weU above them. To him it lodced the size of a 
big footbaU, though it was flattencd-off more like a rugby baU in shape, 
or a very thick saucer. Thae was no rcflection from the sun, which was 
also in the sky, to the side of the object The colour was a duU white- 
grajish, vay sWp and distinct, not fiizzy at the edges. 

Thcre was no smeU or sound he could detect. He was not nervous, up on 
the mast, but remembCTs feeling that thcy' were obviously intcicst ed in 
what was going on beiow. 

Following the sighting, Henk phoned Kitwe Airport, but thcy had seen 
nothing untoward in the dircction given. But when thcy phoned Ndola 
AirptHt, which had radar, they were told there was something on their 
screen. It was not a weather balloon because it w’as stationary, and stayed 
thCTe for hours, as Henk and his coUeagues described, before 
disapppearing. 

But then a couple of dr^ later, I think it was a Saturdry, we had to have 
some bits and pieces for the mast from a German firm of suppliers, and the 
mechanical engincer from that firm was coming up to deliver the 
machinery to our site, and then going back to Ndola, not very far aw^. 

Now, on the road from Ndola to Kitwe, the first thing you sce is three 
power lines going to Kitwe onc way, and one big powCT line going the 
othcr way, and the railway line is there also, on the right-hand side. This 
is 8 dangerous bit of road because it's very hiUy, up and down aU the time. 

My fricnd Dietcr Siegerberg fróm thc Philips OrganizatÌCTi and I, with 
another man, were driving along thìs road towards Ndola when suddenly 
wc saw an Opel car on the far side of the road, in thc bush. We kncw the 
owner, also a German feUow, and wondered if there was scanething wrong 
with him, so we stopped the car and approached the Opel. 
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Tfce door was open, the engine was still wann, you could feel the heat on 
tlìe oulsidc, and smell the fuel. We startcd shouting the man's name, but 
ihcre was no ans\ver. Now at that time one heard many storics about 
niurders and suchlike; or possibly the man was sick. So Dieter wcnt vrith 
nie into tlie bush behind the power lines and we kcpt on calling the man's 
name. 

Suddcnly wc came upon him, sitting on the ground, absolutely dazed. 

'What's wTong with you? Are you sick?* we asked. 

'No, I'tn not sick', he replied. 'But tell me, am I an irraticxial fcllow?' 

'Far from it', we told him. 

'Wcll, i had the strangest expenence. What time is it now?' 

VVc told him, about 11 o'clock. He went on: 

'lt was about 8 o'ckxk, I was on the road here, back fixma Ndcda whcre I 
had to pick something up, w hen I saw a big round 'thing' ccnning down on 
top of thc road. It is hilly around hcre, as \ ou know. So when I came up 
this hiil I saw that tbe thing, whatcvcr it was, was going down on the other 
sidc, lo land somcw here there. 

I áro\ e as fast as I could and when I was about whCTe I had seen it land, I 
stoppcd and w cnt into the bush. That was whcn I saw it, in an open space. 
And from that timc, I don't know anything anymore, but I've spcken to the 
people in it, I know exactly what it looks like insidc. 

For you electr<xiic buíTs, I can tcll you it's nothing to do with electronics, 
but what it is, I don't know. The pcople didn't speak and I didn't speak 
either. but I knew e\ erylhing they were tciling me. Is that stupid?" 

'No', wc said. 'But where did you see it?' 

'Right here', he rcplied. 

We looked around and then we saw the imprint. It was a vci>' wide sort of 
a basc in tlie centre, and what lookcd like bum marks, but not like those 
made by ílames. 'What could have made those marks, we didn't know. 


The imprint was quite large, we measured it, the circumfercncc would be 
thc sizc of a house, perhaps some 80ft [= 27m, gi\'ing a diameter of about 
9 metxes]. That was quìte a size that we saw there, and we couldn't say the 
man was stupid, he was an engineer as well, so we had to accqit his word, 
together with the maiks we saw ourselves.' 

Henk added that the man had told them the people aboard the object bad 
explained to him how the machinery wnrked. It works <m wavelengths', 
he was told. Everything they did worked on wavelengths, something like 
that He had not wrítten it down and didn't know how long he had been 
sitting in the bush, in a daze, until Henk and his fiiend had arrived. But 
both men beiieved hìs stofy. 

Tbe man went badc to Germaiiy after a time, and Henk lost toudi with 
him. Tbe whoie incidcnt hqtpeaed a kng thne ago, but he had not 
foigotlenit ThetimeoftheyearwouidhavebeaiAprílorMay. 

Henk conduded saying that he found it inleresting that the 'pcople' in 
tfae object had said, 'All woria with rays (wavda^disy. bul beoever *g«in 
spoke to the othg man about his experience.
